from the ſpirit of Error to contradi&t it: the 2eale of 
the one,the virulency of the other, muſt neceſſarily 
kindle Combuſtions. Fiery diſeaſes ſeared in” the 
ſpirir, imbroile rhe whole frame of the body: others 
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more exrernall and coole, are lefſe dangerous. They 
which divide in Religion, divide in God ; they who 
divide in him, divide beyond Genus Generaliſsimum, 
where there is no reconciliation, withoutatonement ; 
thar is, withour uniting in him, who is One, and in 
his Truth, which is alſo one. | 
Wiſe are thoſe men who will be perſwaded rather 
to live within the pale of Truth where they may bee 
quiet, than in the purlieves, where they are ſure to be 
unted ever and anon,do Authority whar it can. Eve- 
ry ſingular Opinion, hath a fingular opinion of it ſelf;

ſomely fitted for the legges of their Underſtanding. 

If Salus Populi began, ſurely it was not that Salws 
Popul: I left in Enzland : that Salwe Populi was as man-' 
nerly a Salus Popnli as necd bee: if I be not much de- 
ceived, that Salxs Populi ſuffer'd its noſe to be held to 
rhe Grindſtone,till it was almoſt ground to the griſles; 
and yet grew never the ſharper for ought I could di- 
ſcerne; What was, before the world was made; I 
leave to better Antiquaries then my ſelfe ; bur I chink, 
ſince the world began, it was never ſtoryed that S«- 
lus Populi began with Majeſtas Iwperii, unleſſe Ma- 
jeſtas Imperii firſt unharbour'd it, and hunted it ro a 


- ſtand, and then ir muſt either turne head and live, or
